I. Character, interest, or value as part of the development,
heritage or cultural characteristics of the City of Austin, State of
Texas, or the United States. The house is located on the northeast
corner of 47th and Caswell, a rural area outside of the city limits
when the house was built in 1938. Gordon Worley, the first owner,
kept cows and chickens on his 7-acre tract on the outskirts of
Austin, and eventually sold off most of his land as the city
developed around his farm.

3. Embodiment of distinguishing characteristics of an architectural
type or specimen.
The Worley House is an excellent example of the Colonial Revival
style, perhaps the most popular residential building style in the
1930s. The Colonial Revival style represented traditional values
and strengths, and proved very popular during the Depression years
of the 1930s. Using Colonial American architecture as its
inspiration, Colonial Revival houses have a symmetrical facade,
pediraented portico, multi-paned windows, and side porches. The'
Worley House contains all of the hallmarks of the style.

7. Portrayal of the environment of a group of people in an area of
history characterized by a distinctive architectural style.
The Worley House portrays the environment of the middle class in the
1930s; specifically, the semi-rural middle class who chose to live
on the outskirts of town where they could continue to raise
livestock and engage in agricultural pursuits. At the time that,
this house was built, the West Austin suburbs were well-established,
so construction of this house on the outskirts of town was a
conscious choice to live apart from the suburbanites on the v/est
side, yet in a house that is the equal of a house in West Austin in
style, size, and detail.

II. Identification with a person or persons who significantly
contributed to the culture and development of the city, state or
United States.
The house was built by Gordon Worley {1834-1961}, a pioneer educator
of African-Americans in Texas. Born in Hew Hope, Alabama, Worley
graduated from the Alabama State Normal School, and began teaching
in rural schools in Alabama. He lead the movement to consolidate
rural schools in Alabama, and established one of the first classes
in vocational agriculture in the South. He received a master's
degr.ee frc-rri Auburn University, and served a3 professor of.
ho2:ticij 11ure at Winthrop Stat.e College in 3outh Caro 1 ins before
accepting a similar position at Sam Houston State College in
Huntsville, Texas. He completed post-graduate studies at. Cot noil,
Yale, the University of Worth Carolina and the University o±
t-1:. c h i g 3 n. H e h e 1 ci a n ho n o r a r y de. g r e e f r om Hustor.-Tillots o n C o lie g e
in Ausuin ir. recognition of his professional educational services to
African-Amerioa n s.



Worley moved to Austin in 1933 to become Director of the Division of
Special Problems in the Education of Negroes in Texas, working for
the Texas Department of Education. His work among African-Americans
earned him renown throughout the state and he was instrumental in
improving the public educational facilities and programs for
African-American students in Texas in the 1930s, including
standardization of Negro high school curricula, the development of
classified and accredited high schools for African-Americans, and
the development of vocational educational programs in home
economics, trades and industries. He reputedly organized the first
African-American Bey Scout troop in Texas.

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CHAPTER VII

Division of Negro Education

D. B. TAYLOR

INTRODUCTION
In several respects Negro schools have not only held their

own during the depression years covering this biennium. hut
they have made notable progress. Particularly is this true in
the development of classified and accredited high schools.
There are now more than three hundred classified Negro high
schools in the State with fifty-four of them accredited by the
State Department of Education, and seven of that number
were accredited last year by the Southern Association of Col-
leges and Secondary Schools.

In the development of vocational departments in Negro high
schools, progress has been rapid during the biennium. The
number of departments of vocational agriculture is now one
hundred and sixteen. This is a net growth of twenty-five de-
partments during the biennium. Likewise, the number of voca-
tional home economics departments had a net gain of fourteen
during the biennium. In number of classes and in number of
people enrolled in Trades and Industrial classes, progress has
been great. Also the number of physically handicapped Negro
boys and girls aided by the Division of Rehabilitation through
clinics, college aid, and training classes is large.

THE ROSENWALD FUND IN TEXAS
The Julius Rosenwald Fund has co-operated with public school

officials and communities of the State in improvements of Negro
education in (1) constructing Negro public schoolhouses, teach-
ers' homes* and vocational buildings; (2) providing school bus
transportation for consolidated high schools; (3) establishing
elementary and high school libraries; (4) extending school
terms; (5) stimulating vocational agriculture; (6) experiments
in health education; (7) and other miscellaneous ways. A sum-
mary of chief expenditures and activities of the Fund in Texas
follows:

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COUNTY TRAINING SCHOOLS

(John F. Slater Fund)

County Training School? are fostered by public support and
aid contributed by the Slater Fund, County Training Schools
are simply Negro high schools. During 1932-33 there were
thirty-four such schools in Texas. There was a total of twenty-
eight such schools in Texas for the school year 1933-34. Only
one is established in a county, preferably in the rural districts.
The requirements are: (1) a co-operative board and superin-
tendent: (2) minimum term of eight months; (3) a minimum
number of three teachers; (4) adequate buildings and grounds;
(5) a willingness on part of the authorities to supply wanted
needs.

An attempt has been ma (1ft. and to a degree successfully so,
to modify and revise the courses of study in these- schools ay
to make them in fact, as well as in name, rural industrial
schools, meeting the need of the rural communities in which
they are located. In all of the training schools some form of
vocational work is offered; in a number of them courses in home
economics, agriculture, and farm work are available.

As these schools become accredited high schools,
dropped from the list of County Training Schools.
these schools were dropped from the list of County Training
Schools for the school year 1933-34 because they were four-
year accredited high schools.

The following facts will reveal th« importance of County
Training Schools in Texas. During 1932-33 a total of SISS.f'SS
from public school funds and $3,750 from the Slater Fund was
spent for the upkeep of the training schools. The Smith-Hughes
Fund contributed $20,51 r> to the vocational agriculture and
home OL-onomics departments for the support of these schools.
A total of $1 70.3K9 was spent on tlu1 maintenance and upkeep
of County Training Schools in Texas during 19M2-33.

For the year 1932-33 the total enrollment of pupils in these
schools was 7,805. The average daily attendance was 4,602.
Of the total enrollment 5,97-1 were elementary and 1,891 were
high school pupils.

Two hundred and thirty-five teachers taught in these train-
ing schools in 1932-33. Vocational iip'ricultuiv was offered in
thirty- two uf the thi r ty-four t ra ining schools, while home eco-
nomics was offered in all of the training schools. Twenty-one
teachers' homes were available for these County Training
Schools.

Negro high schools arc classified and accredited according1 to
the unit p lan; tha t is. UK- school is classified as a school rather
than by subjects.

On the application of the superintendent or board of educa-
tion in L-harg-j of a Negro high school, the High School Div i -
sion inspocts such and classif ication is made by the Slate C«m-
mittee on Classification and Affiliation. At the present time
there are fifty-three accredited four-year Negro high schools in
Texas. Seven Negro high schools were rated by the Southern
Association for the school year 1933-34.

Begin-
ning with 1,578 graduates in 1928-1929, the number increases
rapidly to 2,512 in 1932-1933, making an increase of 934 dur-
ing the five years. .

TRAINING OK NEGRO TEACHERS

Academic and profes.sion.-il training of Negro teachers is
shown in Table VIT1. It wil l be observed that noarly fifty per
cent of the elementary principals have four or more years of
college training1. All of the elementary principals have, had
some, college, training.

Only two of the 1-11 senior high school principals have not
had any cullog*.-: training, while Io2 have had three or mure
years of college training.

It will bo observed thai 2,002 elementary teachers have three
or more years of college wurk. Two hundred and seventy-throe
of the elementary teachers have i:ul had any college training.
Only two elementary teachers have Master's degrees.

By observing the lower column it will be observed that only
286 i if the 5.-112 Ne^i"0 pub l i c schoul teachers have not had
some culle-gt; training. Twenty-Might and Iwn.tenths per cent
of the Ne^m public school teaching fnrc.c in Tvxas have fmir
or more years of college t raininir .

CENTRAL TENDENCIES IN FOUR TYPES OK HIGH SCHOOLS
Data appearing in Table IX are concerned with totals and

central tendencies in the four types of high schools in independ-
ent districts. It will be seen that the largest number of high
schools and by far the largest number of pupils and teachers
are found in the four-year high schools. The average enroll-
ment in the three-year schools is about one-seventh that of the
four-year schools, while the average number of full-time teach-
ers per school in the four-year schools is nearly ten times as
large as the average number of teachers per school in the three-
year group. The average enrollment of the two-year schools is
approximately double that of the one-year group.

It is scarcely worth while to refer lu the average number of
teachers per school and the average number of pupils per
teacher in the one-year group W the fad that practically all
of the high school work in one-year high schools is done by
part-time high scho.ol teachers.

The Anna T. Ji-ano-s Foundation at present, is onnt r i ln i t ing to
the payment oi tho salaries uf th i r ty Jt-ames ti^iohcrs in Texas.
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Usually the Jeanes Fund has paid a third or a little more of
the salaries of these supervising teachers. These teachers are
not assigned to any particular school, but they do supervisory
and instructional work in all of the Negro schools in the county.
The work of these teachers is several-fold. They work with
the teachers and regular school pupils in making the school
work more effective but they also work with the patrons of
each community in ?uch undortakinp's as parent-teacher associ-
ations, school improvements, and industrial and health activities.

In addition to paying generously on the salaries of the Jeanes
Supervisors, the Fund paid the travel expenses of nearly a hun-
dred county superintendents, city superintendents, Jeanes teach-
ers, and Deputy State Superintendents to a Superintcndent-
Jeanes Teacher Conference at Prairie View in the fall of 1933.
The President of the Fund attended the Conference and con-
tributed to the leadership and discussions.

training in four of our Negro colleges during the biennium.
Several hundred rural teachers have observed and studied these
demonstrations.

The Fund has also defrayed the expense of the State Agents
to several national conferences on education. Too, it has pro-
vided leadership and help in State-wide and district confer-
ences on education within the State.

CONFERENCES ON NEGRO EDUCATION
During the biennium, there have been hold at Prairie View

College three State-wide conferences on education. One of these
dealt with the subject of "Instruction in Rural Schools"; a sec-
ond -with "Health"; and the third with "Jeanea Supervision."
In addition, there have also been several district principals'
conferences; college deans' conference; college presidents'
conference; vocational agriculture and homo economics confer-
ences; arid Jeanes-Teacher conferences.

EXPERIMENTS ON RURAL EDUCATION
During the last year of the biennium two county-wide ex-

periments in rural education were carried on. These, were con-
ducted in Cass and Houston Counties. The purpose of these
was to coordinate all the educational forces of each community
in the county into a unified program. The teachers, the county
agricultural agent, the home demonstration agent, the county
health nurse, the Jcanes supervisor, the agriculture teachers,
the home economics teachers, and the local ministers, all work-
ing together attempted to produce a unified program for the
development, of the aesthetic, economic, health, recreational,
and religious interests of the separate communities and of the
county as a whole. Meetings for study, surveying, and plan-
ning this program were held each week during the school term
for a duration of three and one-half hours per meeting.

The Experiments have been sufficiently encouraging to justify
their continuance on an enlarged scale during the next biennium.
